As a precaution against lack of 
communication by destruction of 
telephone and telegraph lines, an 
Army air corps truck with short- 
wave radio equipment arrived last 
night. The CCC base for Southern 
Illinois at Marion, which has sup- 
plied hundreds of workers to aid 
Cairo civilians and WPA workers 
from other towns, also has radio 
equipment. 

Those whose services were not re- 
quired in bolstering the town’s de- 
fenses spent a quiet day yesterday. 
There were church services at 
Catholic and Protestant churches, 
several of which have deen used to 
house CCC and WPA workers. 
There have been no motion picture 
shows for more than a week and 
all stores except drug stores, gro- 
ceries and restaurants are closed, 
other merchants having removed 
their stocks to upper floors or to 
other towns. 


Able-Rodied Must Stay. 

No one is permitted to enter 
Cairo without a permit issued only 
if he has urgent business there 
and no able-bodied men are per- 
mitted to leave by the National 
Guardsmen stationed at the high- 
way breach under the railroad. 

Cairo, incorporated Jan. 9, 1818, 
is no stranger to the threat of 
flood. In 1858, a disastrous flood 
cost many lives and took toll of 
much property. For several years, 
real estate values there felt the de- 
pression by recollection of the 
catastrophe, Stronger, higher levees 
restored confidence and prosperity. 

‘When the Ohio rose 14 inches 
over the permanent levees in 1862, 
emergency bulwarks, similar to 
those now depended upon, saved 
the town. Five years later, a crest 
of 51 feet was reached but the 
levees held. In 1884, a steamboat 
shoved a barge into a breach in the 
levee and the town again was 
saved. 

But the present river stage sets 
a record in the history of Cairo.

Quarantine Measure in Force. 

eee measures whieh be- 

effective in the flooded res- 
dential sections west of Eighteenth 
street today called for sanitation 
improvementg chnsidered desirable, 
but never carried out before the 
flood. United States army troops, 
under orders from the State Board 
of Health, enforced the quarantine. 
State troops and police continued 
to enforce a limited quarantine in 
an area extending five miles beyond 
the city limits to keep out unneces- 
sary traffic. 

It was understood that Adminis- 
trator Hopkins would be asked to 
approve Government aid in convert- 
ing “The Point,” a large area filled 
mostly by squalid houses and inun- 
dated by the Ohio River almost 
every year, into a park. 

Where Bear Grass Creek flows 
in an open concrete channel about 
a mile east of the business section, 
there lies on either side many 
blocks of lowlands, dotted with old 
houses and some industrial plants. 
Condemnation of much of this.area 
was held desirable. 

Seeks Aid for Several Projects. 

Construction of two overhead 
highways connecting the business

Water in the residential section was 
receding rapidly. 

The major problem facing the 
city’s relief organization was the 
caring for thousands of persons 
who will not be allowed to return 
to their water-soaked homes until 
the Board of Health has examined 
the buildings. 

Radio Church Service. 

Dim candle light flickered on 
scattered altars yesterday, as those, 
who could, paused in the work of 
relief to attend religious services. 
Only 50 of Louisville’s approxi- 
mately 300 churches escaped the 
flood waters entirely. : 

On the highlands, where most of 
the untouched churches stand, a 
majority of their buildings are 
relief stations, temporary hospitals, 
food distributing points and innoc- 
ulation centers. 

Over the radio, for half an hour, 
Dr. John Lowe Fort, executive sec- 
retary of the Louisville Co of 
Churches; Rabbi Joseph h of 
Temple Odath Israel, and Major W.

The ambigtity of the term “ar- 
ticles of immediate necessity” 
caused the enforcers to give the 
matter considerable thought. After 
consulting the statutes on religious 
exemptions, Prosecutor Finnegan 
announced that stores dealing in 
kosher foods might remain open on 
Sunday because of the orthodox 
Jewish observance of the Sabbath 
on Saturday. Candy and flower 
stores are more or less exclusive 
industries and might open for busi- 
ness on Sunday, Finnegan decided, 
explaining that enforcement was 
aimed at what merchants generally 
considered to be unfair competition. 

Drug stores, in addition to dis- 
pensing drugs, are ‘allowed to sell 
candy and cosmetics and to operate 
soda fountains. Wholesale baker- 
ies may make deliveries, but may 
not bake on Sunday; delicatessen 
shops are permitted to sell cooked 
foods under the interpretation of a 
city ordinance, and gasoline filling 
stations are allowed to sell gasoline 
and oil, but not accessories on Sun- 
day.

CHARGES ‘MASSACRE’. 
UF PRIESTS IN SPAIN 


Vatican Paper Says 40 to 50 
Pet. of Clergy Have Been 
Killed by ‘Reds.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, Feb. 1.—In sta- 
tistics published in the Vatican 
newspaper, Osservatore Romano, 
and attributed to the Spanish col- 
lege in Rome, it was asserted to- 
day that between 40 and 50 per cent 
of the Spanish priesthood and 11 
Bishops have been killed “by Reds” 
in the Spanish civil war. 

The article said: “Before the war 
the Spanish clergy was composed 
of 60 Bishops, 33,500 priests and 
20,640 members of religious orders.” 

The casualty estimates, it added, 
were based on 200 letters from Bish- 
ops and priests and on the testi- 
mony of 188 priests and Bishops 
who fled Spain to come to Rome. 

This testimony indicates for all 


Spain that 40 to 50 per cent of the 


priests and 11 Bishops have heen 
assassinated by the Reds,” the col- 
lege stated. “In nine dioceses, the 
percentage of priests executed was 
80 per cent. At Malaga, it reached 
an even 90 per cent. Reports from 
23 dioceses indicate almost all of 
the churches have been burned. 
“Many localities have been vic- 
tims of hatred of the Communists 
but that does not mean precise or- 
ders have been given in regard to 
them. But the massacre of priests 
and destruction of churches was 
certainly ordered in high quarters. 
It is still difficult to say who was 
responsible for these high orders.”

offer for Braddock to tackle the 
Brown Bomber in Chicago’s huge 
Soldiers’ Field in June. 

In so doing, he would toss aside 
the contract for a June 3 bout be- 
tween Schmeling and Braddock in 
Madison Square Garden’s Long Is- 
land Bowl, and the Garden insists 
he “can’t get away with it.” 

While Gould was explaining that 
the Louis fight offer came from 
Sheldon Clark, wealthy Chicago 
sportsman, once associated with 
Tex Rickard in promoting the fight 
game's biggest all-time gate—the 
second Dempsey-Tunney clash—the 
Garden’s promoter, Jimmy John- 
ston advised all concerned last 
night to “pay no attention to 
Gould.” Schmeling, too, was in- 
credulous, and decided it was a 
“publicity stunt.” 

Contract Is Ironclad. 

“We have the champion signed to 
an ironclad contract,” Johnston de- 
clared. “And nobody ever got out 
of a Garden contract. Gould can’t 
go through with it.”

er, died early today in Wyckoff 
Heights Hospital from injuries re- 
ceived in an eight-round bout Sat- 
urday night against Indian Quin- 
tana. 

Marino, who was floored five 
times by Quintana at Ridgewood 
Grove, collapsed after the deci- 
sion had been awarded to Quin- 
tana. He was carried to the dress- 
ing room, where he was examined 
by Dr. Eugene Kenney, New York 
State Athlete Commission physi- 
cian. 

Dr. Kenney diagnosed Marino’s 
injury as a cerebral concussion. 
Hospital attaches said he never re- 
gained consciousness. 

Marino was the second Metro- 
politan ring fatality within a year. 
Tony Scarpati died March 20, 1936, 
from injuries received in. a bout 
with Lou Ambers, now world light- 
weight champion.

Mediter- | 
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State May Regulate to Stop Waste, But Not to 
Distribute Business, Says | 
Justice Brandeis. 


By the Associated Press. ; 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—The Su- 
preme Court declared unconstitu- 
tional today an order by the State 
of Texas to limit production of nat- 


ural gas in the Panhandle field and 


to allocate the various producers. 
The court held the State t 
properly regulate production to pre- 
vent waste, but not for the purpose 


of distributing the benefits of busi- 
ness among producers. 

In an opinion delivered by Jus- 
tice Brandeis, the court unanimous- 
ly affirmed a ruling by a_three- 
Judge Federal court in Texas grant- 
ing an injunction to the Consolidat- 
ed Gas Utilities Corporation and 
the Texoma Natural Gas. Co. 
against enforcement of an order by 
the State Railroad Commission. 

The order was issued under pro- 
visions of a 1935 act, commonly 
referred to as “House bill 266,” au- 
thorizing the commission to prorate 
and regulate the daily gas well pro- 
duction in an effort to eliminate 
waste. 

Five previous Texas laws intend- 
ed to accomplish this same purpose 
were held unconstitutional by low- 
er Federal courts. 

Opposing Arguments. 

Texas officials contended. the 
legislation would halt waste of 
millions of cubic feet of natural 
gas which had been allowed to 
escape in oil well operations or 
burned without use. 
The lower court said the legisla- 
tion was intended to provide a 
market for gas well owners, who 
could not sell their product by forc- 
ing the major pipeline companies 
to reduce their production and buy 
from the others who had no pipe- 
lines. 

“The order,” Justice Brandeis 
said, “disables the plaintiffs from 
performing their contracts except 
by means of purchases. Resort to 
those means necessarily results in 
depriving the plaintiffs of proper- 
ty.” 

Under the statute, Justice Bran- 


“Our law reports present no more 
glaring instance of the taking of 
one man’s property and giving it to 
another. 

“This court has many times 
warned that one person’s property 
may not be taken for the benefit 
of another private person without 


a justifying public purpose, even 
though compensation be paid.” 
Proper Proration Possible. : 
We assume,” Justice Brandeis 
continued, “that the prohibition of 
any wasteful product, whether pri- 
marily in behalf of other owners of 
gas in the common reservoir, or be- 
cause of the public interests in- 
volved, is consistent with the Con- 
stitution of Texas and that of the 
United States, and that, to prevent 
waste, production may be prorated. 
“We assume, also, that the State 
may constitutionally prorate pro- 
duction in order to prevent undue 


connections. If proration were law- 
fully applied for any such purposes, 
the fact that thereby other private 
persons would incidentally and 
gratuitously obtain important bene- 
fits would present no constitutional 
obstacle. . 

“But the sole purpose of the limi- 
tation which the order imposes up- 
on the plaintiff’s production is to 
compel those who may legally pro- 
duce, because they have market 
outlets for permitted uses, to pur- 
chase gas from potential producers 
whom the. statute prohibits from 
producing becayse they lack such a 
market for their possible products. 
Plaintiffs’ operations are neither 
causing nor threatening any over- 
ground or underground waste.”

Using common forest 
products for lawn making is akin to cre- 
ating huge fortunes out of common by- 
products and waste, reprocessed through 
modern research laboratories. 

Many unique and original designs are 
thade possible by combinations of native 
trees, shrubs, plants and flowers in ef- 
fective landscaping. The glory of the En- 
glish countryside was accomplished by 
such colorful and artistic combinations. 
The late Edward Bok, editor and philan- 
thropist, made a notable hit when he in- 
closed his country home in the East with 
dogwood trees. When in full bloom, the 
effect was so outstanding, thousands trav- 
eled miles to see the unusual display. It 
was not in the gilded palace of the rich 
that Jupiter and Mercury, in peasant dis- 
guise, found ideal human happiness and 
contentment, but in the modest and hum- 
ble mountain home of Baucis and Phile- 
mon, surrounded by oak and linden trees, 
interspersed with mountain laurel. 

The tree is man’s Big Brother of the 
ages, his fuel, shade, food, medicine, book 
ahd newspaper, housing, soil conserver 
and intimate home companion. A tree- 
less earth would be a cosmic calamity.

Hitler is again right in his declared belief that 
lasting economic co-operation between peoples can 
succeed only on the plane of mutual exchange of 
goods. A war-shocked world forgot that fundamental 
truth and proceeded to abolish all commercial inter- 
course in a fury of economic nationalism.” No head 
of a state has preached that fatal gospel more pas- 
sionately than Hitler. Even now, de reiterates ad- 
herence to his four-year plan with its objective of 
self-sufficiency, though at the same time W 
the philosophy of isolation. 

It is hard to follow Hitler’s reasoning processes. 
It is quite impossible to associate his conciliatory 
gestures with his record of things done. But here 
he is, in supreme command of a great nation, which 
has vested in him the power to direct the future 
of Europe, and, therefore, of civilization, along the 
ways of peace or destruction. 

The tenure of dictators is, of course, precarious. 
There is always an Ides of March potentially on 
Caesar's calendar. Even in Russia, Stalin has been 
reading the oft-written chapter. What rebellion may 
be seething in Germany may only be surmised. 
Meantime, Hitler, with a brand-new commission, 
meets Kings and Premiers on an official par, and: 
as such they must meet him. 

GOV. STARK AND DRIVERS’ LICENSE. 

There are 12 “backward states“ in the matter of 
highway safety—those without drivers’ license laws. 
Missouri is one of them, and seems likely to remain 
one, unless Gov. Stark changes his attitude. 

The movement to install this tested and successful 
safety measure in Missouri now has gathered wide 
and impressive indorsement. So powerful are the 
Senate's bosses, however, that the opposition of Sen- 
ator Casey, for reasons never disclosed, is enough to 
block even such a popular proposal. If Gov. Stark 
would go to bat for a drivers’ license bill, it would 
have an excellent chance for passage. Without his 
support, it is likely to fail. 

Gov. Stark says he is deeply concerned over the death 
and injury toll of the highways, and believes a driv- 
ers’ license law would aid in promoting safety. How- 
ever, he declines to give his indorsement to any par- 
ticular bill. A movement is on foot for adoption in 
Missouri of the uniform act indorsed by the Federal 
Bureau of Public Roads, which has reduced the acci- 
dent toll in many states. But the Governor, rather 
than advocate this measure, says he prefers to leave 
it to the Legislature to work out something. 

In view of Gov. Stark’s indorsement of the drivers’ 
license method in his inaugural agdress, the people 
will be greatly disappointed if he now does not put 
his advocacy of it into concrete form, It would be 
highly unfortunate if Missouri again failed to take 
this progressive step for safety, this time because 
of its Governor's failure to take positive action.

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BENEATH THE SENATE'S DIGNITY. 

Last fall, a pair of Washington columnists brought’ 
out a book titled The Nine Old Men.“ Their avowed 
purpose was to take the reader inside the Supreme 
Court so he might see, so to speak, what the bench. 
looked like from within. It is a readable book, 
containing much information which is historically 
accurate, but unfortunately it descends to the level 
of backstairs gossip at many points. In their seal 
to “humanize” the Justices, the authors became in- 
discreet, injudicious and at times downright often- 
sive. | 

Patently, such a book is not a fit subject for a 
congressional investigation, as Senator Guffey of 
Pennsylvania has excitedly and belatedly proposed. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee should have reject- 
ed his plea for an inquiry at the outset, But since 
it did not, the subcommittee, whose members include, 
among others, Senators Norris of Nebraska, Borah 
of Idaho and Dieterich of Tilinols, should recommend 
that the matter be dropped.

Fine Experience Granted Cham- 
ber Society at Women’s 
Club Concert. 


One of the finest musical experi- 


Was granted the Chamber Music 
Society, last night at the Wom- 
en’s Club, in its second 1937 con- 
cert, concluding with Schubert's 
String Quartet in D Minor, “Death 
and the Maiden.” 

Schubert’s more substantial works 
are heard rarely enough these days, 
so that they are likely to impress 
one anew at each hearing with a 
fresh appreciation of his stature. 
Certainly in last night’s offering 
he seemed one of the giants. 

If musical suggestions of loose’ 
constructions might have been 
found in studying the score of this 
quartet, they appeared in the per- 
formance only as evidences of a 
freedom possible only to utmost 
wealth of invention. 

Mood of the Piece. 

The mocd of the piece, at once 
melancholy and exalted, was one 
that lasted long after Mr. Guidi and 
his fellow-musicians had taken their 
second and third curtain calls. 
Needless to say, their performance 
was not merely competent, but mov- 
ing. 

Not merely by comparison, the 
Haydn Quartet, Opus 33, No. 3, 
seemed a little light, and the Pro- 
kofieff Quartet, Opus 50, involun- 
tarily—and dolefully—heavy. 

While Haydn’s work may have 
seemed vigorous and even overbold 
to his contemporaries, there have. 
been giants since then. There re- 
main, of course, its engaging for- 
mal and melodic graces. Of these 
the Prokofieff piece was quite bar- 
ren and the wit and the impish 
ease which St. Louisans had come 
to expect from Mr. Prokofieff'’s re- 
cent collaboration with the Sym- 
phony Orchestra failed to come to 
the rescue. 

With the entrance of genius — 
the genius of Schubert—after the 
intermisison, however, it was an 
enthralled audience. One is com- 
pelled to add that its persistent 
smallness carries the implication 
that the spell must last from one 
concert to the next.

L. Quezon. The presidential guard 
saluted the prelate. 

The Papal legate will stay at the 
palace while in Manila. Quezon is 
on the way to the United States. 

Four ocean liners landed: delega- 
tions from the United States, Aus- 
tralia, Europe, Borneo, Mexico and 
South America yesterday.

The Republican party has been 
unable to agree on any candidate 
and none has come out voluntarily. 
Formerly when the Republicans 
were in power it was the Democrats 
who found it difficult to obtain can- 
didates. So far the campaign for 
Mayor, if it may be called a cam- 
paign, is the quietest since the turn 
of the century. Time for filing can- 
didacies will expire four weeks from 
today. The primary will be March 
12 and the election April 6. Usually 
by this date in a mayoral election 
year the factional lines have begun 
to form in each party, centering on 
the stronger contenders. 

Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, 
first Democrat to hold the office in 
a quarter of a century, has not for- 
mally announced that he will seek 
a second term, but it is a foregone 
conclusion that he will run. He has 
the support of 54 of the 56 members 
of the Democratic City Committee 
and the unanimous backing of the 
Board of Aldermen, as well as the 
aid of a bipartisan group of busi- 
ness and professional men. 

Many names of prominent Repub- 
licang have been mentioned by po- 
liticilans and others as possible can- 
didates for Mayor, but some of 
these have declared they would not 
run, while friends of others were 
sure they would be unwilling to 
enter what appeared to them a 
hopeless race. 

The committeemen who gathered 
yesterday at Miller's office in the an 
Chemical Building were among 
those aligned with the minority 
group in the Republican committee, 
which has been unsuccessful in sev- 
eral attempts to drop Fred Pape, 
former Park Commissioner, as 
chairman. Miller said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
“couldn’t remember” all who were 
present, but that six others, unable 
to attend, were represented. 

This group discussed various per- 
sons heretofore talked of as mayoral 
timber, but reached no conclusion, 
not being sure whether any of those 
taken up would run. Another meet- 
ing will be held, probably Wednes- 
day. It was the opinion of those 
present that the party should back 
a comparatively young man, not 
connected with the “old guard” ele- 
ment. 

Among those discussed by the 
gathering were: Henry 8. Caul- 
field, former Governor; Jesse W. 
Barrett, the losing Republican can- 
didate for Governor last year; Wal- 
ter J. G. Neun, former president of 
the Board of Aldermen, who was de- 
feated by Dickmann for Mayor four 
years ago; Fred J. Hoffmeister and 
William H. Killoren, former Cir- 
cuit Judges; Albert L. Schweitzer, 
former Prosecuting Attorney; 
James G. Biaine, former Police 
Judge, now Twenty-fourth Ward 
Committeeman; William R. Orth- 
wein, lawyer, and Committeeman 
Miller. 

Barrett announced shortly after 
his defeat in November that he 
would not run for Mayor. Killoren 
has declared he would not run. Mil- 
ler told the reporter that he would 
not. Caulfield’s friends have felt 
sure he would stay out of the con- 
test. 

Others mentioned from time to 
time as possible candidates have 
included John B. Edwards, former 
chairman of the Election Board; 
Granville Hogan, former Circuit 
Judge; Carl G. Stifel, real estate 
dealer; Edmond Koeln, former Col- 
lector, and Comptroller Louis Nolte, 
last Republican left in municipal 
office. However, Nolte recently an- 
nounced he would seek re-election 
as Comptroller, and Koeln has d 
closed that he would not seek the 
mayoralty. 

Lack of patronage has hampered 
the “comeback” efforts of the local 
Republican party. 

Besides the Mayor, there are to 

be elected in April the Comptroller, 
ned 14 Aldermen from the odd-num- 
bered wards and five of the 12 
members of the Board of Educa- 
tion. Nominations for School 
Board membership are by petition; 

Two Dem- 
ocrats and two Republicans are to 
be elected for full six-year terms 
and a Democrat for a four-year 
unexpired term.

were forecast here today by Dr. Al- 
bert J. Newlin of the damen 
of Santa Clara. 

Dr. Newlin, director of the Ricard 
Memorial Observatory, said he 
based the prediction on the sunspot 
theory developed by the late Fa- 
ther Jerome S. Ricard, known as 
“Padre of the Rains.” 

“Five years ago I forecast that 
we were about to enter a cycle of 
increased precipitation based on 
the Ricard theory,” said Dr. New- 
lin, successor to the priest. “Since 
then sunspots have shown a con- 
siderable increase approaching a 
maximum period about two years 
hence, when the peak will be 
reached. 

“We have found over many years 
of observation that a wet cycle ac- 
companies the appearance of the 
solar spot groups. In the past two 
years hardly a day passed that the 
solar surface was clear of erup- 
tions. 

“At times great masses of spots 
(we once counted 24) appeared on 
the solar surface. At present a 
huge group covers the entire sdlar 
surface accompanied by one of the 
largest single spots observed in 
many years, tentatively estimated 
in excess of 124,000. nilles. 

“Observations conducted at the 
observatory by Father Ricard and 
myself show definitely that precipi- 
tation increases, extreme tempera- 
ture ranges in summer and winter, 

and electrical storms and disturb- 
ances, accompany these cycles of 
solar eruptions. ä 

„Following the peak of the sun 
spots about two years hence there 
will be a gradual decline in their 
amount, bringing on a period of 
comparative quiesence. These cycles 
are generally completed in 11 
years.” 


Naval: Observatory Reports Many 
Spots on Sun’s Surface. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. i1.—The 
naval observatory reports an “un- 
usually large number of spots on 
the surface of the sun during the 
last week. 

Capt. J. F. Hellweg, superintend- 
ent of the observatory, said that 
because of adverse weather con- 
ditions, the making of customary 
daily photographs of sunspots had 
been impossible recently. On Jan. 
27, however, a photograph, the 
first in 11 days, was taken and 
showed “eight small groups of sun- 
spots, two medium groups, one 
large group and two small spots,” 
Capt. Hellweg said. 

Sunspots, which are cyclonic 
storms thousands of miles in diam- 
eter whirling across the gaseous 
surface of the sun, are normally 
present, but in much smaller num- 
bers. 


PARK EXPRESS HIGHWAY

It May Not Be Reapened Until Ice 
at Bottom of Dips Is. 
Thawed. 

The Express Highway in Forest 
Park is still closed and may not 
be opened until the weather be- 
comes warm enough to thaw the 
sheets of ice that formed at the 
bottom of dips in the highway, 
Street Department officials said to- 
day. The water collected when 
drain outlets froze over before the 
water could run off. The highway 
was closed last Thursday. 

The present condition is consid- 
ered too dangerous to open the 
highway even with scattering 
gravel chat over the ice surfaces, 
because there is no assurance that 
automobile drivers will proceed 
with the caution necessary to pre- 
vent accidents, officials said. Dur- 
ing the sudden freeze a week ago, 
there were a number of accidente 
on the highway, and in several in- 
stances cars crashed into the steel 
fence bordering the highway.

Why, 
vaudeville has something to give 
even concert students, because the 
vaudeville actor has to ring the 
bell every time, and concert stud- 
ents could learn that from vaude- 
ville. It’s pretty complicated to 
explain, but what I'd like to do is 
find a happy medium, be able 
to sing and interpret all music to 
appeal to all three types—those 
who like vaudeville, those who like 
radio, and those who think that 
nothing is worth while but concerts 
and opera.” 

The serious side of this amazing 
young man who doesn’t give a fig 
for fame, is probably best explained 
by the fact that he has been self- 
supporting since he was 13. Born 
Lancelot Patrick Ross, his mother 
was an accomplished pianist, his 
father a Shakespearean: actor. 
Young Lancelot made his stage de- 
but at the age of 2 in vaudeville, 
played with Ben Greet’s Shake- 
spearéan company at 4, at 6 joined 
the cast of “Rackety Packety 
House” and stayed with the show 
so long that he outgrew his pants 
and split them taking a bow. He 
then traveled with his parents, 
singing, acting and taking his 
schooling on the run, until he was 
13 and came back to New York to 


sing in the choir at the Cathedral 


of St. John’s the Divine. 

At 18, Lancelot Patrick Ross en- 
tered Yale, shortened his name to 
Lanny Ross, joined the glee club 
and went out for track. One year 
he won the National Indoor Track 
championship for Yale, another 
year ran on the Yale team against 
Oxford and Cambridge, and in 1928 
toured Europe with the Yale Glee 
Club in preference to going to the 
Olympic games at Amsterdam.

URRY animals, darkness, cats, 

the vacuum cleaner, are things 

that frighten some children. 
Once you know what it is that 
frightens him you have the road 
open to the cure. It is when the 
fear ig hidden that we have the 
greatest difficulty. Some children 
are in fear and dread all the time 
and unless we can find what causes 
the condition it continues to vex 
the child and us. 

When you are trying to handle 
such a child look well to his phys 
ical health. Any physical diffi 
culty will make a child feel uncer- 
tain of himself, and that uncertainty 
makes him feel afraid. He doesn’t 
know just what it is he fears. 
Everything bothers him. He is just 
afraid. A strong child soon throws 
off fear, but a sickly child is like- 
ly to be long afflicted with it. 

Search the fear-filled child’s im- 
mediate environment for causes of 
fear. Anybody teasing or bully- 
ing him? Anybody threatening, 
all in fun, to give him away, send 
for the bogey man, or the rag-man? 
Anybody sternly disciplining him 
for childish failures? 

Is home a happy place where the 
child feels safe? Are father and 
mother in accord? Search well, for 
somewhere there is something or 
somebody bothering this child. 
When the cause is removed the fear 
is removed also.
